Welcome to Prominent Overseas Representatives. 

Ox July Sth a luncheon party was held in honour of 
three proiminent representatives of the Association from 
overseus——namely, Sir George Syme, F.R.C.S., of 
Melbourne, President of the Australasian Medical Congress, 
1923, Chairman of the Federal Committee of the British 
Medical Association in Australia, a Vice-President of the 
Association, and first President of the College of Surgeons 
of Australasia; Dr. A. J. Orenstein, C.M.G., of Johannes- 
burg, President of the Federal Council of the Medical 
Association of South Africa (British Medical Association) ; 
and Mr. C. L. Leipoldt, F.R.C.S., Organizing Secretary of 
the Medical Association of South Africa (British Medical 
Association) and Editor of the Medical Journal of South 
Africa. By a happy coincidence all these three gentlemen 
happened to be in England at the same time, and Sir 
George Syme and Mr. Leipoldt are staying for the Annual 
Meeting at Cardiff. The hosts at the luncheon at the 
May Fair Hotel were the officers and chief. officials of the 
Association. As Lady Syme is accompanying Sir George 
she was invited to the luncheon and was received by the 
ladies of the hosts. The Chairman of Council took the 
chair, and in addition to the Chairman of the Representa- 
twe Body there were present. the Chairman of the 
Dominions Committee, Dr. W. Paterson; the two repre- 
sentatives of the Australian Branches on the Council, Sir 
Jenner Verrall and Mr. T. P. Dunhill; and Dr. Barcroft 
Anderson, the representative of the African Branches. The 
President, President-Elect, and Treasurer of the Asso- 
dation were unavoidably absent. The luncheon was de- 
signedly kept informal, but after the toast of ‘‘ The King,”’ 
Dr. Brackenbury in a few words said how glad the hosts 
Were to welcome overseas representatives who held such 
distinguished positions in the Association; Sir George 
Syme, Dr. Orenstein, and Mr. Leipoldt briefly replied.

Meetings of Branches and Bibisions. 


Borper Counries BRaNncH. 
THE fifty-seventh annual general meeting of the Border Counties 
Branch was held at the County Buildings, Dumfries, on June 
15th, when Dr. J. R. Burner, the retiring president, was 
in the chair. 

The meeting. standing in silence, passed a vote of condolence 
to the widow and family of the late Dr. J. W. MacDougall, 

resident in 1883-84, whose funeral was being held that day at 

Sdinburgh. the Branch being represented by Mr. N. Maclaren 
and Dr. R. D. Helm. The Branch Council's report and financial 
statement were adopted. 

The following were elected officers for 1928-29 : 

President, Dr. J. Ritchie. President-Elect, Dr. C. W. Graham. Vice- 
Presidents, Drs, P. M. Kerr and J. R. Burnett. Honorary Secretary and

The meeting approved the Council’s decision that presidents 
of the reach since 1923 be asked to give a gold link with 
name and date engraved, to be attached to the presidential 
badge. Dr. J. R. Burnett, on vacating the chair, invested 
Dr. J. Ritchie with the insignia of office. A hearty vote of 
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thanks was accorded to Dr. Burnett for his conduct of the 


chair. 
Presidential Address by Dr. John Ritchie. 

Dr. Rircute delivered his presidential address entitled ‘‘ Some 

rimitive conceptions of disease and their bearings on public 
health.” He remarked that each race, society, and stage of 
culture had its own medical problems, and that medical progress 
was, in fact, influenced by all the factors of communal life, 
many less obvious ones having been, and still being, of impor- 
tance in the evolution of State medicine. Such were ancient 
traditions, religious beliefs, vestiges of folk-lore, and all the 
instincts and prejudices which modified the mental attitude, 
and were the more potent in that they were generally too deep- 
rooted for criticism or evaluation. In the evolution of public 
health, which was essentially a compromise between medical 
ideals and practical politics, the influence of popular beliefs and 
requirements could be most clearly detected. Dr. Ritchie traced 
the history of the practice of disinfection and fumigation back 
from its modern form in the use of formaldehyde vapour in 
connexion with diphtheria infection to references in Egyptian 

apyri to an official called the ‘‘ superintendent of fumigations.”’ 

t seemed obvious that the practice of disinfection was older 
than the discoveries of Pasteur, yet its value to-day was in 
no way affected by the fact’ that their forerunners practised 
something very similar thousands of years ago. Certain beliefs 
and practices, founded on no real basis of fact, were nevertheless 
feund in widely separated peoples all over the world. Their 
independent evolution was so incredible that they must be 
regarded as the survivals of ancient and widespread beliefs, 
lying at the very roots of medical practice, and still influencing 
popular ideas on medicine, though long since discarded by 
popular science. The fundamental pathological theory held by 
primitive races was that disease and death were contrary to 
nature and due to the action of hostile spirits; prophylaxis 
consisted of measures to foil or expel such supernatural adver- 
saries. Dr. Ritchie described many of the varieties of this 
form of belief through the ages, and then discussed the belief 
in disease as a definite entity which visited the body and was 
capable of being transmitted. He showed how the conception 
of epidemics as a divine visitation had persisted until com- 
‘paratively recent times. Other primitive beliefs dealt with 
included the various ideas that disease might be caused by the 
malevolence of the dead, by contact with corpses, or by 
exudations from their remains. The speaker illustrated his 
points with numerous examples of extraordinary beliefs and 
practices. He next mentioned the common custom in all parts 
of the world of erecting barriers against disease. Certain 
Indian races made obstacles of thorn or ditches to keep small- 
pox and cholera from their villages; in Kenya arches, decorated 
with grass and berries and charms, were built; in Serbia and 
Russia until recently magic circles were cut round threatened 
villages with ploughs dragged by chaste and naked youths and 
maidens. Dr. Ritchie thought that such practices indicated a 
universal idea that infection might be checked by isolation, 
while something resembling quarantine could also be found in 
the practices of uncivilized peoples in the form of taboos. In 
view of the serious results following the introduction of infection 
into an isolated community such precautions might be of real 
value in preventing disease ; they resembled, in theory if not in 
practice, the quarantine regulations in force throughout Europe 
until recent times, and they represented the crude beginning 
of the ‘‘ carrier’ theory. After dealing with the Hippocratic 
theory of the influence on infectious disease of the epidemic 
constitution of the atmosphere, the speaker concluded by point- 
ing out that the customs of savage races indicated a belief that 
disease was contagious, and that precautions. to limit the risk 
of infection were necessary. Contagion, therefore, was recog- 
nized and legislated for by laymen long before any reference 
to it could be found in medical literature. It was not until the 
time of Pasteur that they found the importance of infection 
universally acknowledged by the medical profession. Durin 
the prevalence of plague in Great Britain, while medica 
authorities were still discussing its etiology in terms of ‘‘ nocent 
stars,”’ comets, earthquakes, and miasmata, the municipal autho- 
rities in every threatened town were taking action by isolating 
the plague-stricken, keeping contacts under observation, quaran- 
tining strangers, and disinfecting goods. Such measures were 
dictated by a belief in the transmissibility of disease, founded 
on ancient tradition and practical experience. It would be 
difficult, said Dr. Ritchie, to find warrant for them in the 
theories of mediaeval medicine.- He had tried to show that 
belief in the spiritual causation of disease had induced mankind, 
all over the world, to devise preventive measures, independently 
of orthodox medical teaching. He suggested that the popular 
conviction of the importance ,of contagion might have been 
inherited, in large measure, from such primitive beliefs and 
customs, and that they had thus contributed, indirectly, but 
none the less really, to the evolution of preventive medicine. 

A hearty vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. Ritchie for his 
very interesting and original address, and afterwards Dr. and 
Mrs. Ri*chie entertained those present to tea. a

Mr. Russett Howarp spoke on some aspects of surgical emer- 
gencies. He said that a former generation of surgeons had devised 
practically all operations now being done; his own generation had 

rfected the technique; it remained for the next generation to 

iscover the cause of disease and do away with the necessity for 
surgical intervention. Surgical emergencies required much more 
skill than other surgical operations. Early diagnosis and early 
operation were all-important in acute cases. The earlier the 
operation the less difficulty in operating and the less risk of 
complications ensuing. The increasing number of hospitals with 
local surgeons made early operation much more possible. Every 
case of acute appendix should be operated on—the sooner the 
betier. Elaborate after-treatment was not necessary. Rest was 
the great essential.

Dr. L. W. Howarp Bertie showed a young nian, aged 20, who was 
attending the Oxford. Eye Hospital for hemianopsia, constriction of 
the visual fields, and bilateral optic atrophy. The teeth displayed 
deficiency in the enamel, but were not typically Hutchinsoman. 
There was a. marked ridge on the skull, corresponding to the 
coronal suture, which. had been noticed by the patient since t 
age of 6 years. An 2-ray examination indicated marked thickent 
of. the skull, limited to the parietal and occipital bones, wh 
appeared to be fused without any trace of a suture. The pituitary 
fossa. was extremely shallow. The test. for syphilis was negative 
Provisional diagnosis: Possibly a slow-growing pituitary tumour. © 

Mr..W..W. Waastarre showed a man, aged 39, on whom he 


operated for the removal of -a calculus from the left ureter. 
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case had been described at the last meeting of the Division, which 
was very shorily after the operation. The patient still had a 
certain amount of pus in the urine, but beyond that he appeared to 
be going on very well indeed. He also showed a man, aged 22, who 
had a severe motor bicycle accident in April, which involved a fall 
on the head and severe concussion, together with a haemorrhage 
from the left ear. Facial paralysis on the left side came on within 
two days after the accident, although not noticeable immediately 
at the time of its occurrence. A very abundant purulent discharge 
from the left ear developed four weeks after the accident, and a 
radical mastoid operation was performed with the idea of diminishing 
the risk associated with the sepsis of this fractured bone. It was 
not hoped to alter the course of the facial paralysis very much, but 
merely to guard against the risk of sepsis. At the operation a 
vertical linear fracture was found running through the temporal 
bone and meeting the external auditory meatus at its upper 
terior aspect ; the fracture had extended into the petrous temporal 
ne. The.case was interesting in view of the onset of the facial 
paralysis, and the fact also that the operation was performed six 
weeks after the injury. Nine weeks after the injury there was no 
— union in the squamous portion of the central bone. 

r. H. A. B. Wuiretocke showed a specimen of a renal calculus 
measuring 1§ inches in length, and 1§ inches in circumference, which 
had become impacted in a lady’s urethra for fifteen hours, causing 
retention of urine. After disimpaction it was passed by the patient 
six days later by manipulation without an anaesthetic. R 

Mr, R. H. Rose-Innes described the medical services now provided 
by the Scottish Board of Health for the Highlands and Islands 
Medical Service, and their subsequent development into a specialist 
surgical service inaugurated in 1924, and carried on by him to the 
end of 1927. He mentioned the difficulties of starting such a 
‘scheme, which was the first of its kind in Great Britain. He gave 
an amusing and interesting account of his experiences and con- 
ditions of work, and ended with a general talk on the angling 
facilities of such a life.
